tween three and four hundred letters 
are received daily at the White House 
urg-ing President Roosevelt to run again 
is asserted on good authority. 
These 


letters come from all parts of the coun- 
try, it Is said, from members of all po- 
lltcial parties and In them various argu- 
ments are used by the writers to Induce 
Roosevelt to again -accept a nomination. 


The letters have Increased in volume 


In the last few weeks, and some of them 
are said to be almost tragic in their 
earnestness. The writers argue that the 
President is In the thick of his cam- 
paign for the establishment of complete 
government control over Interstate com- 
merce and other reforms; that H is im- 
possible to transfer this work success- 
fully to another, since Roosevelt's per- 
sonality is a J powerful factor !n achiev- 
ing this success; that the Republican 
party cannot afford to nominate any 
man who Is not sure of election, and 
that the President is the only Republi- 
can who would be certain to defeat any 
other candidate. 


In all of his replies to such letters

pneumonia and the discovery of a rem- 
edy for the disense was made at last 
night's meeting of the Chicago Medical 
Society. 


Dr. H. Manning Fish, who made the 


announcement, backed up ills assertions 
With a detailed description of a case of 
icute pneumonia which, ho declared, had 
been cured In twenty-four 
hours 
by 


means of the simple, method w'hich he 
described. • 


Dr. Fish declared that tho seat of the 


trouble in pneumonia- cases was not, as 
is generally suposed, in Ihep lungs,, but 
in the small cells in the bony framework 
at tho top of the nose. The pneumecoc- 
cus, or disease germ, ho said, was not 
harmful except when pent up in a cell of 
this sort. 
Then, he explained, It acted 


Jke an explosive, began to expand, and 
was absorbed by the blood and became 
one of the most dangerous of disease 
jerms. 
"The simple remedy, consequently," the 
doctor said, "is to draw this dangerous 
pus from these cells. That Is what was 
done in the case which I have described, 
and in twenty-four hours the disease had 
disappeared. 
The lungs, of course, still 
were affected, and it took days before the 
patient finally was able to leave his bed."

prived of life, liberty or property with- 
out dug'process of law." 
From which 


it follows that no court in this State can 
sanction or uphold a conviction of any 
felony (necessarily Involving as It docs 
deprivation of liberty, If not of life) un- 
less that conviction has been obtained 
by "due process of law." No matter how 
clear and notorious the guilt of a de- 
fendant In a criminal action may be. 
neither the District Court of Appeal, nor 
the Supreme Court, can avoid reversing 
a judgment of conviction if It has not 
been obtained by regular legral process— 
"the law of the land," as it is expressed 
in Magna Charta. 
The Point in the Schmitz Case. 


Now the point decided, and the or.ly 


point decided, by the Supreme Court In 
the Schmitz case, was that he had been 
convicted without due process of law, 
and If they were right in that conclu- 
sion, it follows inevitably from what has 
been daid, that they could not avoid af- 
firming the.decision, to the samei effect, 
of the District Court of Appeal. 


The whole question, therefore, resolves 


itself Into this: .what is essential to 3ue 
process of the law In a criminal action, 
and In what respect was there a failure 
to pursue- it in the case of SchmitzT 
There are many things essential to due 
process cf law, but in this case It la 
necessary to consider only one, and tbat 
is .the necessity of a valid indictment 
or informataton. 


Prior t* the constitution of 1S79 a fel- 


ony could only be prosecuted by an in- 
dictment returned 
by a Grand Jury. 


Since the adoption of that constitution 
tbe prosecution may be either by iq- 
dictaient -r information; but whichever 
course is pursued the same degree of 
certainty and precision Is required 1'n 
the formal written accusation. 


In the Schmitz case the accusation was 


presented by a. Grand Jury in the form 
of an Indictment, and it was essential 
to Its validity that It should contain, 
among other things, a statement of tbe 
acts constituting the offense, as defined 
by tbe statute, and that it should be 
"direct and certain" as eo the offense 
charged and all Its particulars so far as 
they were necessary to constitute the 
complete offense. These are all express 
statutory 
provision1 
prescribing 
the 


requisite* of a valid Indictment. 


The same statute, it Is true, enjoints 


tbe courts to disregard "defects of form" 
In passing upon the sufficiency of an 
Indictment, but 
the particulars here 


enumerated are matters of substance, 
not of form. No act or omission can be 


criminally in this State unless 


it has been made punlchable by statute, 
and where the Legislature, in defining 
a crime or offense, has made it to con- 
sist of several elements or ingredients, 
no defendant can be lawfully brought 
to trial for that offense In the absence 
of an Indictment or Information 
con- 


taining a direct and certain statement 
of ..every single fact which tha Legisla- 
ture has included in its definition of the 
crime. 


So essential has this requirement ever 


been deemed to due process of law that 
our Penal Code, and all the acts tbat 
preceded it, borrowing in this particu- 
lar, as In many' others, from the com- 
mon law at England, have made, elabo- 
rate provision for testing at various 
•t»fts of the proceeding the sufficiency, 


jshall now proceed to show. 
One of the Schmitz Objections. 


The next step after the • return of 


an 
indictment essential to due pro- 


cess is the arraignment 
_ the defend- 


ant, at which time the Indictment is 
read and he is called upon . to plead. 
He may at that time, instead of enter- 
ing a plea of not guilty, demur to tho 
indictment, which means that he Tnay 
make 
any 
objection 
to 
Its validity 


which appears , upon its . face, and the 
court, in passing upon that objection, 
can consider no fact except those al- 
leged in the indictment, and such oth- 
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er facts only as 
within the judi- 


cial knowledge of all courts. 


On his arraignment Schmitz demurred 


on various grounds to the Indictment 
charging him and Ruef Jointly with the 
crime of extortion. 
Among the objec- 


tions urged by him at that time was 
this: That the facts stated In the Indict- 
ment did not constitute a public offense, 
the meaning and point ofJ'wn'ich w'as 
that the indictment did not allege all 
the elements or Ingredients of the crime 
of extortion as defined by -the statute, 
and specifically that It did not allege a 
threat to do. an unlawful Injury. 
Effect of an Erroneous Decision, 


The trial judge, being of tha opinion 


that under the statutory definition of 
the crime of extortion the threatened 
Injury need not be, aside from the mo- 
tive of the threat, an unlawful one, 
overruled the demurrer and compelled 
the defendant to.plead and go -to.trial. 
Now the'effect of this-ruling, !f errone- 
ous, was to render ' air the subsequent 
proceedings In. the trial court 
abso- 


lutely vain and nugatory. 
For the 


statute again expressly provides that 
after a vordict of guilty, the defendant, 
when arraigned for judgment, must be 
asked If he has any legal cause to show 
why 
judgment 
should . not be pre- 


cision was unavoidable and I will briefly 
recapitulate. 
. 
. . . 


• 1. The particular, crime of/extortion 
involved in the Schmitz case as defined 
by the Statute. is not complete unless 
property is obtained 
by means of a 


threat to do an unlawful Injury. 


2. It Is not -unlawful, to oppose and 


prevent the Issuance of a license to re- 
tall Intoxicating liquors unless" the means 
employed are unlawful 


3. The Indictment 
against 
Schmitz 


and Ruef could not be construed to al- 
lege a threat to prevent the Issuance 
of the license by unlawful means, and 
the motive of the threat could not make 
that unlawful which aside. from .the mo- 
tive would no'., be a legal injury. 


4. This last proposition upon which 


the whole case turned has been the set- 
tled law of California ever since the case 
of Boyson vs. Thorn, 
decided 
fifteen 


years ago. 


5. A valid Indictment Is essential to 


due process of law, and the Constitu- 
tion of the State, and 
of the United 


States, which every judge has sworn to 
support, forbid the deprivation of liberty 
except by due process of law. 
What Was Not Decided. 


This is what ivas decided and 
the 


reason for the decision. It Was not de- 
cided, as so many gt>od people have been

Induced to'believe, that the acts popularly 
imputed to Schmitz andTSuef, and which 
the prosecution claim to have proved, did 
not constitute the crime of extortion. 


It has not been held that there is any- 


thing wrong with the law, but only that 


j there has been a failure to charge the 
' acts which the law makes punishable, 
and that there can be no valid conviction 
without a valid accusation. 


There remain some subsidiary or col- 


lateral questions to be noticed, some 
that are suggested by your letter, and 
others that have been asked by more 
than one correspondent who preferred to 
remain annoymous. 
' 


Must Keep Within Constitution. 


First. - Why, It has been .asked, could 


.not- -the court have taken into considera- 
tion the jiotoriouft facts -that Schmltz was 
' mayor of jtha city and' Ruef the political 
bosa of the party in possession of the city 
government?. 


The anawer to this question Is that a 


judge who regards the obligation of his 
oath of of floe'Is, to quote 'the language at 
Governor Hughes of New York, "narrow 
.enough to keep within the constitution." 


The legislature of California by a con- 


stitutional law has enumerated tha facts 
of which courts may take judicial notice, 
in tlie absence .of proof, and'by necessary 
implication has excluded all others, in- 
cluding tlie fact that any particular per- 
son is mayor or political bosa of any: par- 
ticular city. 
Necessarily, facts 
which 


must be proved where they are matters 
of proof must be alleged where they are 
ma.ttei'3 of allegation as in an Indictment. 


It was for the express purpose of. defin- 


ing the power of courts as to the matters 
they could consider without allegation or 
proof that this law was passed, and they 
are bound to obey It. No lawyer supposes 
that they can. disregard It, and no argu- 
ment based upon suca a supposition was 
ever advanced to support the Indictment 
by any of the learned gentlemen repre- 
senting the people of the State. 


Second. It has been frequently asked 


how the decision that Schmitz was il- 
legally convicted can be reconciled with 
the judgment of the Supreme Court oust- 
ing him from the office of mayor because 
of his conviction. 


It is reconciled by 'the express provis- 


ions of the State. law and city charter 
concerning vacancies, by which an officer 
convicted of a felony is co instantl re- 
moved from his office. 


As to the tenure of the office an appeal 


does not operate a stay of proceedings, 
though the effect may be, as In this case, 
to relieve the defendant from other penal 
consequences of the conviction, 
A Defect of Substance. 


Third. An anonymous critic demands 


an explanation of the reason why to this j 
case the Supreme Court chose to ignore 
the following provision of the Penal Code: 
"No indictment or Information Is Insuf- 
ficient, nor can the trial or other pro- 
ceeding thereon be affected by reason of 
any defect, or imperfection in matter off 
form which does not tend to the prejudice 
of a substantial right of the defendant 
upon its merits." 


It was Ignored Secause none of the 


learned gentlemen representing the people 
of the State, from the attorney general 
down to the youngest deputy In the dis- 
trict attorney's office, ever thought of 
contending that the omission to allege 
in an indictment one of the essential ele- 
ments of a crime as defined by the stat- 
ute could be considered a defect or im- 
1>erfectlon In matter oS form. It Is, on the 
contrary, clearly a defect of substance 
which the court could not disregard. 
A Previous Supreme 
Court Decision. 
"' ^T 


The San Francisco correspondent oj 


The Bee not long ago referred to the case 
of Lee Look, in which this Question was 
much cctartaerea; ana-where a conviction 


of murder was reversed because the In- 
dictment failed to charge that Lee AA 
7in£, 


the person alleged, to have been killed, 
was a human being. Of course, it ap- 
peared clearly enough from the evidence 
adduced at the trial tbat Lee "Wing was 
the name of a Chinaman, but that proof 
could not mend the indictment. 


The decision In that case shows how 


strictly the Supremo Court has always 
felt itself bound by the requirement of 
due process In criminal cases, and is an 
additional proof that the 
doctrine of 


the Schmitz case was not invented for 
the occasion. 
The case- Is reported In 


tne 137th volume of California Reports, 
page B90. 


I know that a large 
class of well- 


meaning people regard this strict ad- 
herence to a rule oft procedure as foolish 
and harmful, because they cannot ap- 
preciate the permanent value of a rule 
designed not only to secure to the de- 
fendant in a criminal action the clearest 
and amplest statement of the charge he 
is required to defend, but 
is of great 


importance In promoting the dispatch 
of business. 
A Poor Rule Better Than None. 


When such persons Bee that the strict 


enforcement of such a rule has caused 
what they deem a miscarriage of Jus- 
tice In a particular case, they think it 
-would have been better if the court had 
refused to apply it, forgetting 
that if 


it were once allowed that a court might 
Ignore or ?et aside the rule It 
would 


cease to b« a rule; that one deviation 
would beget others; 
that It would be 


applied with greater or less strictness 
according to the temper and inclination 
of tlie particular judges; in short, that 
the rule would mean one thing 
In one 


forum and something else 
in another, 


and perhaps bear a different 
meaning 


for different 
offenders in 
the 
same 


forum. 


They forget that If the integrity of a 


rule of procedure Imposed by the Legis- 
lature is once Impaired by allowing that 
its enforcement Is in the discretion of 
the judges, that discretion may be un- 
wisely, arbitrarily or 
oppressively exer- 


cised, and that 
the certain result will 


be a multiplication of 
the sources of 


uncertainty and contention 
in litigated 


causes; 
In short that It would 
breed 


more evils than it would aver cure; for 
nona know better than 
those familiar 


with legal procedure that even a poor 
rule is better than no rule. 
Mistaken as to Scope and Effect. 


And finally It must be said these ca- 


villers forget that when a rule of statu- 
tory law Is to be abrogated or qualified 
It is for the Legislature to enact the 
repeal or modification. 


But many no doubt share the opinion 


of my anonymous correspondent, that the 
Legislature has Hcen.ed the courts of 
this stata to set aside or relax all rules 
of procedure by tha provisions of Section 
9GO of the Penal Code and tbe similar 
provisions of Sections 1258 and 1404. If 
BO, they are entirely mistaken as to the 
scope and 
effect of those provisions, 


which relate only to matters of form 
not affecting a substantial right, such 
as tha right secured not only by num- 
erous provisions of the Penal Code, but 
by the Constitution of the State, to be 
tried only upon a formal accusation In 
writing which charges every element of 
tha statutory, offense. 
A Wise and Necessary. Rule, 


There is much more that might be said 


in this connection; but my letter is al- 
ready, too long, and I only desire to say 
in conclusion that while in my opinion 
there are many respects in which- our 
Code of Procedure might be greatly im- 
proved in, the direction of 
simplicity, 


the -rule of. requiring certainty end pre-

is a wise ana necessary one. The cases 
are very rare in which any difficulty Is 
experienced in complying with the rule, 
and the mischief resulting from an oc-

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Bushwhacking Legal Tactics. 


It is pertinent to inquire why Abraham Ruef was called by the 


prosecution away from h:.s own trial to testify in the Ford case 
when he was not called to testify in either of the two previous trials 
of Ford. Ruef was under contract to testify for the prosecution on 
both occasions when Ford was formerly tried, but he was not called. 
Now that his immunity contract has been abrogated and Ruef him- 
self placed on trial he is haled from the defense he is making before 
Judge Dooling to appear before Judge Lawlor as a witness for 
Spreckels, Heney et al. Judge Lawlor ruled that he- could not be 
compelled to testify, hence the prosecution must have known that 
the attempt to make him testify was, an effort to take an illeg?! 
advantage. 


The attempt to force Calhoun to uncover his own defense or 


shield' himself behind a moral admission of guilt is another example 
of sharp practice and tricky subterfuge. Here again Judge Lawlor 
ruled that a co-defendant could not be compelled to relinquish his 
constitutional rights, and in making that ruling he convicted. Heney 
and Langdon of an attempt to take an illegal and unfair advantage 
of a man they have repeatedly boasted ia public of an intention to 
send to prison. 


It is easy to understand the purpose behind these shifty and 


questionable tactics. Heney has at his command a band of contract 
witnesses, who, notwithstanding frequent drillings, have failed to 
make their stories agree or meet in full the demands of the prosecu- 
tion. If Calhoun could be frightened or tricked into disclosing his 
defense as a witness in another case, in ytlvance of trial, it would 
make it much easier for the contract witnesses to frame up the in- 
criminating testimony they have obligated themselves to give in 
return for the grant of liberty and permission to keep the boodle 
they received from Rudolph Spreckels. Th'e law gives every de- 
fendant the right to have the case against him presented before he 
is required to make his defense. By a crafty trick Heney tried to 
reverse the proceeding and compel the chief object of the graft prose- 
cution's vengeance to make his defense and expose his case in ad- 
vance of his own trial. 


As we have repeatedly stated, Calhoun should be punished if 


he procured the bribing of the Supervisors, but nevertheless the 
methods employed against him are disreputable and dishonorable 
and mock at decency and the right of fair trial. He has been asking 
to be tried for over a year, but the prosecution has denied him the 
hearing in court he demands and keeps juggling with court proceed- 
ings and contract witness^ to force him into a position that will leave 
him shorn of the protection the law throws around every man ac- 
cused of crime. From, the time a strike was incited on the United 
Railroads, and Spreckels gave open encouragement to riot and 
bloodshed, Calhoun has been treated as an outlaw having no rights 
the private prosecution was bound to respect. 
Financially and 


socially, as well as by the instrumentalities of the law, he has been 
continuously assailed as some terrible miscreant for whom the law 
had no protection and /air play and justice no application. 


The public sense of*right has revolted against the malignant' 


business, but it continues, nevertheless, However, it is to be hoped 
that the pressure of righteous public opinion will soon force Spreck- 
els and Heney to accord Calhoun a fair trial in accordance with law. 
Since it is admitted that it is not Ford or Ruef that the private prose- 
cutors want, but Calhoun, they should be compelled to fly direct at 
their game and not pettifog and beat about the bush, bushwhacking in 
the name of the law and putting up disreputable jobs in and out of 
court to attain their ends. A square showdown cannot be evaded 
much longer.

General Stewart L. Woodford says Governor Hughes is in the 


fight for the Presidential nomination to the finish. That will not be 
long. Hughes will see the finish in the first ballot, which will pro- 
claim William H. Taft to be the standard bearer of the Republican 
party. No doubt Hughes is a good man, but Taft is the people's 
choice, and by the logic of events and circumstance is the man for 
the occasion. He is a big, brainy, broad-gauge statesman, admirably 
fitted by temper, training and experience to guide the ship of state; 
moreover, he embodies the virile spirit of progress and is imbued 
with a perceptive sympathy with the masses. Governor Hughes is 
too much of a frosty idealist to be magnetic or sympathetic. His 
tendency to pursue abstractions weakens his effective force as an 
administrator. But Taft, on the contrary, is a full-blooded, practical 
man of affairs, a robust partisan frankly loyal to his friends and 
party. 


MONEY TALKS 


It is unfortunate for Berkeley that the second bond issue should 


have shared the fate of the first and gone down to defeat, but the 
cause is not difficult to seek. The people of West Berkeley believe 
they have B^en unfairly treated and discriminated against in favor 
of the more populous and powerful sections of the city. They also 
resent the efforts of a clique around the University to control every- 
thing from the schools to garbage disposal. Hence there is a sad 
lack of harmony along sectional lines that is retarding all schemes 
of public improvement. This is to be regretted, and avoided if 
possible. Our neighbors should get together, bury their differences, 
be fair to each other and put their shoulders to the car of progress. 
There is no profit in crying over spilt milk or indulging in recrimina- 
tion. That will not mend the mistakes of the past or guard against 
them in future. The wise thing to do is to smooth away grievances 
and antagonisms and awaken a loyal and united public spirit for 
another trial. The men of Berkeley should reason together in cordial 
spirit, and if they do they are bound to unite on some schene of de- 
velopment that will inure to the benefit of all. In the meantime, it 
is useless to lament over the slaughter of Cock Robin. 


The Liberal Defeat in Manchester. 


Apparently the brewing interests of Great Britain are deter- 


mined to drive the Liberals, from power. It was really the liquor 
vote that defeated Winston Qiurchill in Xorth Manchester, and the 
liquor vote is mainly responsible for Liberal defeats in several bye 
elections. As the Liberal government has alienated the sympathy 
of the Irish Nationalists and the radical wing of the trades unionists, 
it is comparatively easy for the brewers and publicans to gain vic- 
tories by massing their forces in three-cornered contests. 
That is 


the reason why Winston Churchill, a free trader, was defeated by 
a protectionist in a free trade borough. 
A Socialist drew away a 


heavy per cent of the labor vote, and the Irish voters, of whom there 
is a considerable number in Manchester, abstained from voting or 
gave their suffrages to either the Socialist or Unionist candidates. 
One of the odd features of the contest was that the women suffragists 
joined hands with the liquor men to down the ministerial candidate 
of the Liberals. Thus four separate side issues operated to encompass 
•Churchill's defeat. But these side issues are making themselves felt 
'the ssme way all over the kingdom, and the result is that Liberal 
candidates for Parliament are regularly going down to defeat. ' It is 
a case of the Suffragettes, the Irish Nationalists and the liquor men 
actively assisting the Unionists, while a large body of the .wofking- 
,men have abandoned the Liberals to rally round^the flag of Socialism: 
Unless tie disintegration can be arrested, the Liberal government 
will nielt away under a general thaw. It is already cracking and 
crumbling, and when Parliament is once more in session it'will be

In the latter case, on the 23d day of

authorize the jailor to keep the defend- 
ant in prison—because the law does not 
intend that the liability of the sureties 
shall depend upon the validity or invali- 
dity of the Judgment, so the arresting of- 
flcer aa arresting officer.

Power of the Court. 


No application has been made by the

The order of the Superior Court, De- 
partment 11 directing the clerk, not to 
enter up a judgment Is still in full force 
and effect; this Court, sitting in a ha-

ment. Upon the presumption that public 
officials will faithfully discharge the du- 
ties of their offices, It must be presumed 
that no judgment can now he entered 
against the defendant;

Tragedy Aboard the Japanese 


Cruiser Due to Explosion; 


Japan's Minister Is 
Greatly Shacked. 


TOKIO, April 30.—Admiral Yoshi- 


matsu, 
commander 
of the training 


squadron, reports that an 
explosion 


occurred in the stern magazine of the 
crulaer Matsushima at 4:08 o'clock 
this morning while anchoring at Ma- 
kang, 
a 
harbor on the Pescadores 


Islands. The Matsushima immediately 
sunk until only the bridge, was visi- 
ble. 
Efforts at rescue by boats from 


the cruisers Hashidate 'and Itsukush- 
ima continued until D a. m., saving 
the lives of 141 men, including some 
officers. 
The majority of the 
offi- 


cers were not saved, and at the time 
of the admiral's report the 
cadets 


numbered 48 out of a compliment of 
300. 
The sons of Baron Chlnda, Vice

to Polls; Seventh Ward 


Opposition Fatal. 


BERKELEY. April SO.—The proposal to 


bond Berkeley for J195.000 to buy new 
parks and playgrounds and build a mu- 
nicipal Incinerator was defeated by the 
voters yesterday. 
The Incinerator pro- 


ject was the more favorably received. 
It 


lacked just 67 votes of receiving the requi- 
site two-thhds majority out of a total 
of 2830 votes. 
The parks fell behind 


190 votes out of a total of 2345 cast. 


It was West Berkeley, as In the school 


bond election of nearly three weeks ago, 


• that recorded that votes that told heavily 
bgalnst the two propositions. 
The sev- 


enth ward ?ave Its two-third majority 
the wrong way from the point of view of 
the proponents of the bonds.

cast, while the parks fared even worse, 
' getting but 159 votes out of 453.
